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1, In late November 1951 a complete change vas made in the organisation of 

Chinese Communist activities in North Vietnam. On 20 November HOANG 
Siu (sic), who had been in charge of Chinese Comnunist activities in 
Hanoi sine© May 1951, was replaced by LIANG Ho-po ( ^ ^ ). 

LIANG arrived in Hanoi from China on 19 November and met with HUANG the 
next day on the second floor of 37 rue des Pavilions Noirs. On 22 Novem- 
ber HUANG left lfe.no i for Son i&y, the liaison post with Dong Mo, new 
headquarters for the Chinese Ooimniat Central Committee in North Vietnam. 

2. On 24 November, LIANG presided over a meeting of Chinese Communist rep- 
resentatives in North Vietnam held at 37 rue des Pavilions Noirs. The meeting 
was called to discuss the organization and activities of various Chinese 
Communist groups in North Vietnam.
